2. The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The International Search report shows that the all of the technical features of 
applicants' Groups l-ll, claims 1-11, were known to one of ordinary skill. This means 
that the claims do not possess a common special technical feature that, taken as a 
whole, provides a contribution over the prior art; hence, the Groups I and II lack unity of 
invention. With regard to Groups III and IV, the references cited in the international 
search report establish a prima facie case that unity is lacking for these claims as well, 
for example the sucrose and Fe 2 0 3 indicated on page 3 of WO 02/068205 would read 
on the technical features of the claims.
